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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submits regarding claim 1 8 that the 
combination of Trossen and Rooke fails to disclose that the mobile station selects at least one PLMN in which the useful data object is to be 
transmitted with the aid of a selection device assigned to the mobile station. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Trossen teaches that 
recipient rules define how multimedia messages are transmitted to a recipient device based on the type of network the device is connected 
to (i.e. a 2G, 3G, or WLAN) (paragraph 32). The recipient rules of Trossen renders selection of at lease one PLMN in which a useful data 
object is to be transmitted. However, the recipient rules are stored in the network (paragraph 36), not selected by the mobile station with 
the aid of a selection device assigned to the mobile station as required by the claim. The Examiner interprets a "selection device assigned 
to the mobile station" as any device that has access to the mobile station. Rooke teaches that user profile information that specifies how a 
multimedia message is delivered is stored in the terminal, SIM, or both (column 5, lines 64-67; column 6, line 1; column 7, lines 18-32). If 
the user profile information is stored in a SIM or local memory of a terminal, then either of these devices would have access to the mobile 
device. The Examiner regards the combination of Trossen and Rooke, as the recipient rules of Trossen alternatively stored in the terminal 
or SIM as taught by Rooke, which renders the subject limitations. For these reasons the rejection of claim 18, and claim 30 which recites 
similar subject matter, has been maintained with respect to Trossen in view of Rooke. 
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
